Dr. J. M. F u rstm a n received 500 
copies of th e sta te law in regard 
to the covering of fruits, vegetables, 
and o th e r food products yesterday 
and proprietors of such stan d s will 
have to comply with the provisions 
of th e ruling. 
T he law which was 
approved on Ju n e 15, ru les speci­ 
fically on 
m any points which are 
considered of im portance from the 
stan d p o in t of health, and violations 
of any of the sections will be p u n ­ 
ished as stated therein. 
Follow ing Is th e law: 
“ T he display or storing of fruits, 
vegetables, or o th e r food products 
on th e sidew alks, or outside 
the 
place of business is hereby prohibit­ 
ed, unless such fruits, vegetables or 
o th er food 
products are 
securely 
covered by glass, 
wood or m etal 
case, o r enclosed in tig h t boxes, bags 
or barrels, and all such cases abd 
containers raised at least tw o feet 
above the sidew alk. The provisions 
of this section shall not apply to 
fru its or vegetables which are peel­ 
ed or skinned before being used, or 
which are stored in tig h t barrels, 
boxes o r crates. 
“ No dairy or oth er food product 
which has been prepared for eatin g 
shall be 
displayed or offered for 
sale, unless properly protected from 
flies, dust, d irt or o th er injurious 
contam ination. 
by being suitably 
covered with a glass, wood o r m e­ 
tal case or covering. 
“ It shall be th e duty of th e health 
officer in each 
town, incorporated 
village and city, co-ordinately with 
th e dairy and food com m issioner, by 
himself, his assistants, or inspectors 
to enforce th e provisions of this act. 
“ T he ow ner, 
m an ag er or o th er 
Other person having charge of any 
grocery store, fru it store or other 
e stab lish m en t 
w here fru it, 
vegeta­ 
bles or o th e r 
fruit products 
a r e 
sold, o r offered for sale. who vio­ 
lates any of th e provisions of this 
l a w shall be punished by a fine of 
not less th an t^n dollars or m ore 
th an fifty dollars for each offense, 
or by im prisonm ent in the county 
jail not to exceed sixty days, or by 
both such fine and Im prisonm ent in 
th e discretion of the c o u rt.”

gives to Canada 
sions which might be used by the 
executive to expand reciprocity with 
that country in accordance with the 
direction of congress.”
